body has not been found was 
also working for the North Viet- 
namese and that he had been 
killed for that reason. 


U.S. military officials have di- 
vulged no details of the case be- 
yond saving that the slaying oc- 
ciured June 20 near the Special

Trang. 


George Gregory of Cheraw, 
S.C., asserted that, if searchei's

Tliey are being held at the 
Army's Long Binh headquarters 
15 miles north of Saigon, pend- 
ing the outcome of an investiga- 
tion to determine whether they 
will face a court-maiiial on the 
charges. 


Military officials have dis- 
closed only that the 
alleged 
murder occurred on June 20 
near Nha Trang, headquarters 
of the 5th Special Forces in 
Vietnam, and that the victim 
was a Vietnamese man.

"There i.s a similarity, but 
whether it's the same suspect or 
a copycat we just don't know," 
said Police Sgt. Bryce Houchin. 


At the scene of the second 
slayings, Inspector K. J. Mc- 
Cauley said, "I don't see any 
connecilion between this murder 
and 
the otJiers. They're 
too 
widely removed. 1 just don't see 
any connection." 


'The man and woman were 
stabbed many times in their 
Hollywood home, Houchin said, 
the man's head wrapped in a 
sheet, the woman'i.s in a night- 
gown. In the slayings at Miss 
Tate's home Saiturday, one vic- 
tim's head was covered with a 
cloth. 


The late.^t victims were identi- 
fied as Leno A. LaBianca, 44, 
rejiortedly owner of a small lo- 
cal supermarket chain, and his 
Wife Ro.semary, 38. Police said 
their bodies were discovered in 
nightclothes Sunday night by 
Mrs. LaBianca's son by a pre- 
vious marriage, Frank Struth- 
erse, 14.

U.P. Beef Project 


The Upper Peninsula Agi-icultural Experi­ 
ment Station at Chatham, which has been the 
site of many interesting and important fann 
projects, will be the headquai’tei's for another 
major project wlien tlie Northern Beef Enter­ 
prises Demonstration Center opens there later 
this year. 


Gov. William G. Milliken anounced earlier 
this month that a $104,200 grant has been 
awarded to Michigan State Univei'sity by the 
Upper Great Lakes Regional Commission to con­ 
duct the center. It may I’esult in a great change 
in agricultural land use and a strengthening of 
the agi'icultural economy in the noi’theni pai*ts 
of ^lichigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


Tlie center will seek to develop and demon­ 
strate moi'e pix)fitable ways to organize and op­ 
erate the beef cow-calf enterprise in the produc­ 
tion of feeder cattle in the Upper Great Lakes 
Region. It will endeavor to set up improved meth­ 
ods for disseminating information about this 
entei*pi*ise and to apprize beef cow-calf produ­ 
cers and prospective producers of the necessary 
management and mechanical skills involved in 
this operation. 


About 65 Hereford cows will be brought to 
Chatham around mid-October (corrals are to be 
constructed on the experiment station property 
prior to that), and within three years it is antici­ 
pated that the center will have a herd of 200. 


Beef brood cows will give birth to calves 
between January and March, and the calves will 
be reared at the station until they reach weights 
of about 500 pounds during the following fall, 
at which time they will be sold to cattle feeders 
from Iowa, Wisconsin and other states where 
feed corn is widely grown. The buyers will finish 
the cattle off to around 1,000 pounds and sell 
them for slaughter at a year to 15 months of 
age. (Some finishing off is now being done in 
the Upper Peninsula at Menominee, however.)

The Chatham center will not be a research 
or experimental unit. Research and actual ex­ 
perience already have pix)ven the feasibility of 
the beef cow-calf industry. Rather, the center 
will be a demonstration unit to show what can 
be achieved when all the existing technical re­ 
search knowledge is pooled into a single beef 
cow-calf enterprise. 


Operating on the principle that seeing is be­ 
lieving. the center will give small farmers an oi>- 
portunity to go there and actually A^itness a suc­ 
cessful 
operation. They 
may attend 
short 
courses, seminars, clinics, etc., at the center. In 
addition, the project will involve about a half 
dozen 
demonstration 
beef 
cow-calf 
farms 
throughout the Upper Peninsula. 


The Upper Peninsula is an excellent place 
fn w'hich to operate this demonstration center. 
The physical i*esources existing here are favor­ 
able to the production of forages and other high 
yielding roughages well-suited to the production 
of feeder cattle. 


A decline in dairy herds and other produc­ 
tive farm enterprises in the re^on has resulted 
in millions of acres of under-utilized land which 
is returning very little to the economy of the 
region. Some of this land will lend itself vei*y well 
to beef cow-calf farming.

This type of farming already is being pur­ 
sued in the Upper Peninsula. In fact, even 
though the number of farms has been declining 
steadily in the Upper Peninsula, the production 
of beef cows has increased eight times in the past 
20 years. The demonstration center should spur 
an even greater inci'ease. 


The consumptoin of beef has increased one 
pound per person per year in the United States 
for the past 30 years so that now we consume 
more than 100 pounds per person per year. It is 
no wonder that the national demand for feeder 
cattle is increasing. Since the supply from the 
Great Plains states is not likely to satisfy the 
demand, it will have to be met elsewhere. 


The Chatham demonstration project is de- 
signed to show that the Upper Peninsula and the 
rest of the Upi»r Gi*eat Lakes Region can play 
a ^eater part in helping to meet that demand. 
If it lives up to its promise, the project will bring 
new jobs and new dollars to an area where they 
are badly needed.

Romney Sees Daylight 
In Housing Campaign 


Science And Religion 


In our scientific age, w'hich has now suc­ 
ceeded in placing a man on the Moon, religion 
finds itself increasingly on the defensive. 


In the Communist world, emphasis on sci­ 
ence and technology is accompanied by propaga­ 
tion of militant atheism and periodic campaigns 
to eradicate reliirious l^elief. 


In the \\'estern world, many ministers have 
been overcome 
self-doubts about the relevance 
of religion in tlie modem age. It will come as no 
surprise if man’s landing on the Moon causes 
even more ajionizing among thelogians about the 
message they are supposed to preach. 


At the heart of religion’s problems in both 
the East and the West is the widespread assump­ 
tion that science and religion are hostile forces 
which cannot be reconciled. 


It is interesting to note that one of the 
world’s leading scientists does not share this 
view. Wernher Von Braun is the man who is 
largely responsible for America’s l>eing first on 
the Moon. He is also a man of religious convic­ 
tion. 


The doubting theologians should ponder his 
statement on the relationship l)etwe€n science 
and religion. “For myself,” lie said, “science and 
religion are like two windows in a house through 
which we look at the reality of the Creator and 
the laws manifested in His creation. 


“As long as we see two different images 
through these two windows that we cannot re­ 
concile, we must keep on trying to obtain a more 
complete and better integrated total picture of 
ultimate reality by properiy tying togethei* our 
scientific and religious concepts. 


“If we cannot yet do this," he concluded, 
“this is a matter of human inadequacies, cei-tain- 
ly not a question of God's perfection. 


Under this view, science is man’s pursuit of 
perfect knowledge. Scientific successes can bring 
him closer to understanding his creation and his 
CriAtor.

VARNUM REPORTS 


State Representative Ovaries 
H. Varnum (R-107th District) 
reported today that the recent­ 
ly ended legislative session con­ 
tained a rich yield of over $2 
million in state construction 
funds for his U. P. District. Var­ 
num represents Delta, School­ 
craft, Luce and Chippewa coun­ 
ties. 


The construction fimds cover 
ft wide variety of projects 
througtiout the area, and most 
are contained in th e C5apital 
Outlay (construction) appro­ 
priation bill. 


“The largest single grant, 
$951,667, will go to Lake Su- 
periw State College at Sault 
Ste. liiterie for completion of a 
library and classroom building,’* 
Vamum said. “Lake Superior 
8t»te will also receive $300.000 
ftor campus utilities and site de­ 
velopment. This gives our new­ 
est independent state college a 
total construction outlay of $1,- 
251.867 from the state. 


“Newberry State Hoi?pital i.^ 
scheduled to receive a total of 
$505,000 
in 
Capital 
Outlay 
funds,” V a r n u m continued, 
“with $480,000 going to com­ 
plete the rehabilitation of the 
hospital power plant and $25,- 
000 for storm sewer construc­ 
tion. 


“The state will also pro\^ide 
$150,000 to assist in completion 
of the new Gladstone armory,” 
Varnum 
said. 
“In addition, 
there is a $150 000 grant to aid 
construction of a marina at 
Manistique: plus $40,000 for 
harbor facilities at Rscanaba on 
• matching basis.” 


Varnum also reported that 
Delta and Schoolcraft counties 
wnll share in state funds fbr 
land acquisition and de\'elop- 
ment of public access sites on 
sev’^eral rivers and lakes during 
the next year. From a total of 
$400,000 the ^ate will purchase 
land for public access sites on 
Moss Lake in Delta County and 
McDonald Lake in Schoolcraft 
County. Also in Schoolcraft a 
public access site will be de­ 
veloped on Gulliver Lake in 
Doyle Tow n^ip at a cost of 
$5,000. In Delta, sites will be 
developed on Rapid River in 
Masonville Township ($4.000) 
and Ford River in Ford River

Not too long ago Reuther took 
the lead with local businessmen 
in creating something called the 
Metropolitan 
Detroit Citizens 
Development Authority, which 
has gone at the business of 
sparking mass production in 
housing from the consumers* 
end by oixlering 250 three-bed­ 
room units from a Detroit home 
manufacturer, LeBon Walker, 
who hopes soon to have an as­ 
sembly line capable of turning 
out housing in the $10,000- 
$12,000 range. 


The Citizens Authority has 
also ordered a slightly more 
expensive line of prefabricated 
housing from Prebuilt Homes, 
Inc., which also hopes to have 
its factory ready shortly.

Detroit, 
however, would not be suffici­ 
ent to get Romney’s Operation 
Breakthrough really rolling. Of

The Upper Peninsula Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station at Chatham, which has been the 
site of many interesting1 and important farm 
projects, will be the headquarters for another 
major project when the Northern Beef Enter­ 
prises Demonstration Center opens there later 
this year. 
Gov. William G. Milliken anounced earlier 
this month that a $104,200 
grant has 
been 
awarded to Michigan State University by the 
Upper Great Trikes Regional Commission to con­ 
duct the center. It may result in a great change 
in agricultural land use and a strengthening of 
the agricultural economy in the northern parts 
of Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
Tile center will seek to develop and demon­ 
strate more profitable ways to organize and op­ 
erate the beef cow-calf enterprise in the produc­ 
tion of feeder cattle in the Upper Great Lakes 
Region. It will endeavor to set up improved meth­ 
ods for disseminating information about this 
enterprise and to apprize beef cow-calf produ­ 
cers and prospective producers of the necessary 
management and mechanical skills involved in 
this operation.

Wisconsin and other states where 
feed corn is widely grown. The buyers will finish 
the cattle off to around 1,000 pounds and sell 
them for slaughter at a year to 15 months of 
age (Some finishing off is now being done in 
the Upper Peninsula at Menominee, however.)

The Chatham center will not be a research 
or experimental unit. Research and actual ex­ 
perience already have proven the feasibility of 
the beef cow-calf industry. Rather, the center 
will be a demonstration unit to show what can 
be achieved when all the existing technical re­ 
search knowledge is pooled into a single beef 
cow-calf enterprise. 
Operating on the principle that seeing is be­ 
lieving. the center will give small farmers an op­ 
portunity to go there and actually witness a suc­ 
cessful 
operation. Thev 
may attend 
short 
courses, seminars, clinics, etc., at the center. In 
addition, the project will involve about a half 
dozen 
demonstration 
beef 
cow-calf 
farms 
throughout the Upper Peninsula. 
The Upper Peninsula is an excellent place 
In which to operate this demonstration center. 
The physical resources existing here are favor­ 
able to the production of forages and other high 
yielding roughages well-suited to the production 
of feeder cattle. 
A decline in dairy herds and other produc­ 
tive farm enterprises in the region has resulted 
in millions of acres of under-utilized land which 
is returning very little to the economy of the 
region. Some of this land will lend itself very well 
to beef cow-calf farming.

This type of farming already Is being pur­ 
sued in 
the 
Upper Peninsula. 
In fact, 
even 
though the number of farms has been declining 
steadily in the Upper Peninsula, the production 
of beef cows has increased eight times in the past 
20 years. The demonstration center should spur 
an even greater increase. 
The consumptoin of beef has increased one 
pound per person per year in the United States 
for the past 30 years so that now we consume 
more than IOO pounds per person per year. It is 
no wonder that the national demand for feeder 
cattle is increasing. Since the supply from the 
Great Plains states is not likely to satisfy the 
demand, it will have to be met elsewhere. 
The Chatham demonstration project is de­ 
signed to show that the Upper Peninsula and the 
rest of the Upper Great Lakes Region can play 
a greater part in helping to meet that demand. 
If it lives up to its promise, the project will bring 
new jobs and new dollars to an area where they 
are badly needed.

The doubting theologians should ponder his 
st .tement on the relationship between science 
and religion. “For myself,’’ he said, “science and 
religion are like two windows in a house through 
which we look at the reality of the Creator and 
the laws manifested in His creation. 
“As long as we see two different images 
through these two windows that we cannot re­ 
concile, we must keep on trying to obtain a more 
complete and better integrated total picture of 
ultimate reality by properly tying together our 
scientific and religious concepts. 
“If we cannot yet do this,” he concluded, 
“this is a matter of human inadequacies, certain­ 
ly not a question of God’s perfection. 
Under this view, science is man’s pursuit of 
perfect knowledge. Scientific successes can bring 
him closer to understanding his creation and his 
Creator.

Ail animal bistes have to be 
considered a possible somxe of 
rabies, but, fortunately, rabies 
don’t occur in every case, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Mary Cretens, di­ 
rector of the Delta-Menominee 
District Health Dept.

Many of the actual rabies 
cases are caused by bite.< irom 
wild animal« and Dr. Cretens i 
warn.ed not to ti-y to make pets j 
of forest animals.

Dr. Cretens said that most of 
the cases in our area are caused 
by skunk and bat bites. “Dogs 
and foxes are also infected 
quite often,” she added. 


Rabies is a very painful dis­ 
ease that, once it develops, is 
100 per cent fatal. 


“It is a disease of long incu­ 
bation. This means it takes 
week$ or even months before 


I the symptoms occur,” Dr. Cre- 
' tens explained. She added that 
animals that have active rabies 
usually die within a week after 
the symptoms occur. 


Dr. Cretens said that if you 
are ever bitten by a wild ani­ 
mal or a dog or even a cat that 


you should immediately notify 
your familj’ physician or the 
Delta-Menominee Health De­ 
partment. 


“You should also try to cap­ 
ture the animal, using caution, 
so it can be watched,” Dr. Cre­ 
tens said. “If the animal must 
be killed rather tlian captured, 
the head should be removed 
and refrigerated until it can be 
sent to Lansing for a rabies 
check,” she said.
